Perhaps the first real indication of just how well motor 
racing has come through the various crises of 1974 can be 
judged from the information passed on to us last week by 
‘one of the country’s top racing promoters; he imparted 
the knowledge that at a recent RAC meeting, where next 
year's domestic calendar was formulated, all the promoters 
in the country reported that all their championships were 
settled for next year—a great many of them with increased 
prize money. 


This is, of course, good news for everyone involved and 
earning a livelihood out of the sport. The full calendar will 
not be released just yet but the individual championships 
will be announced shortly giving full details of next year’ 
programme. In the past we have always had to wait until 
the turn of the year before plans and programmes were 
announced which has unavoidably spoilt the early season 
races. By announcing the programme early competitors and 
sponsors, will have plenty of warning about the forthcoming 
year and hopefully cars and ancillary equipment will be 
‘ordered more in advance, allowing the season to get off 
to a proper start next March. 


The main factor which we all have to be grateful for is 
that the sponsors, who have stood by during the difficult 
months, have, in the main, seen just reward for their involve- 
ment and have decided ‘to carry on. A large amount of 
credit for this must go to the promoters of racing in this 
country who, despite a very uncertain future at the beginning 
of the year, have really put a great deal of effort into 
putting on first class programmes throughout the year. 


They must be moving in the right direction and offering 
the right sort of programmes otherwise the sponsors who, 
of course, are vital to the sport's existence, would not offer 
their continued support. Motor racing does offer a good 
deal and ideal opportunities to sponsors. That the overall 
image of the sport has improved, as well as the quality and 
the presentation of the sport, is ‘undoubted. Even television 
coverage has increased and, without doubt, has certainly 
improved. Discounting the unfortunate Monaco coverage we 
have heard nothing but praise for the other meetings covered 
this year and this week we carry news of a non-champion- 
ship club mi later in the year being organised for the 
sole benefit of television. 


‘Thanks to a great deal of hard work by all those involved 
in running all branches of the sport (from the promoters, 
through manufacturers and marshals) we are on the verge 
of perhaps a new and very successful era. Commercialism 
is vital, the sport has learnt to live with it and accept that 
it is the right way to go—we now feel that the politics 
and internal squabbles, which have threatened the smooth 
running of the sport through the country, have now been 
overcome. Of course, they rise again from time to 
time but, like all big businesses, they should be sorted 
out behind closed doors, thus keeping a clean image to 
those that matter on the outside.

White flag 
history 


A justifiably annoyed Monty Ter. 
ell, the BRSCC's chief flag mar: 
shal and therefore one of 
racing's leading authorities on 
flag marshalling, got in touch 
with us late last week regarding 
Our story in P&P Iast week about 
“a new white flag ruling.” 


Terrell stated that this idea 
was first brought to light at the 
‘Swedish Grand Prix back in 1972 


when, following the new ruling 
about a yellow. and. green 
flag after " Jackie Stewart's 
controversial ‘overtaking man. 
‘Oeuvres at the South African 
GP during the famed 
Regazzoni/Hailwood incident, he 
spoke with Denny Hulme about 


the possibility of using a white 
flag to warn drivers that “a slow 
car” was ahead rather than the 
yellow and green. The idea was 


brought before CSI. and. FIA

The following year, the “white 
flag” was used by the Swedish 
marshals after approval by the 
visiting Terrell and the GPDA 
members (who were coaching 
them at the time), but only at 
that particular Grand Prix.

ENTRY and PRACTICE 


Two Titre sports car racing seems to have 
sunk to an all time low. The AVD normally 
attracts the best entry of the year for its 
races at Hockenheim, but this race, replacing 
the cancelled Nurburgring 500 km race, saw 
4 very disappointing entry, Thirty-eight cars 
were listed on the programme, but only 25 
turned up, and several of these could hardly 
be classed as competitive. 

‘One. of the biggest disappointments was 
the complete withdrawal of the Abarth Osella 
team, Supposedly this was because of a lack 
of powerful reliable engines from the Abarth 
factory, but even the BMW powered car of 
Arturo Merzario did not turn Up. One cannot 
help but feel that the serious Italian econo- 
mical problems that have affected Alfa 
Romeo are also hitting the Osella team which 
have also had very little success this year. 
So far, every race this year has been won 
by the Alpine-Renault team and when the 
first of the two short 40-minute practice 
Sessions started on Saturday, there seemed 
no reason to think that this race should be 
any different. 

The three 1974 Type A441 chassis driven 
by Gerard Larrousse, Jean-Pierre Jabouille 
‘and Alain Serpaggi dominated practice like 
the Matra team do in 3-litre sports car rac~ 
ing. Jabouille and Serpaggi were running 
under their usual Elf colours while Larrousse 
was running under a separate Swiss cheese 
sponsorship. As usual Larrousse also brought 
along the team's second car, an older less 
‘competitive type 440 chassis which was run 
for fun and the extra publicity, driven by 
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ied finishers, but thanks to the Alpi

As the most experienced of the Renault 
Alpine drivers, the Paris based company are 
quite happy to let Larrousse prepare and 
develop his cars in his Swiss-based Archam: 
baud workshops using bis own mechanics, 
thus it is really the development car and 
so Is often just @ little better than the rest 
At present it feature an air box arrange: 
ment and a more streamlined body which 
the other cars do not have 

Jabouille reckoned that the improvements 
on the Swiss based car were worth about 
200 rpm on the straight at Hockenheim, or 
about 10 kph, and it was this reason he 
gave for the difference in times. At the end 
of practice Larrousse had pole position with 
a best of 2 m 19 5, 09 s faster than 
Jabouille who was alongside him on the 
front row of the grid. This was a really fast 
time, well under ‘the 2-litre lap record and 
very close to the best ever F2 practice lap 
set by Hans Stuck earlier in the year 

The third fastest time of practice was set 
by Serpaggi with a best of 2:m 4.9 5, all the 
Alpines running like clockwork, which Is more 
than can be said of the AVD's computerised 
timing methods. Once again it seems. the 
computer got the better of them, for after 
Publishing more or less correct times from 
each of the two sessions, the final list of 
best times and the starting grid bore no 
resemblance to the “correct” starting grid. 

‘Third fastest time of the day was given 
to local driver Philipp Gantner with his 
Schnitzer BMW powered Lola T292, his time 
‘quoted being 2 m 44s while in practice he 
did not better 2m 9.9 5, Jabouille was in

fourth place according w the computer, while 
fifth place was even’ more of a farce when 
they gave Brazilian de Lamare «2m 
53s in his March-FVC 745, his best time 
being 2 m 13.35 in practice. The embat- 
rassed Brazilian even went to the organisers 
after the first session aad told them It. Wi 
in impossible time for him, but when the 
rid was printed they insisted he was fifth

Martin Raymond was in clutch and dif 
ferential troubles with his 1970. Smith 
powered Lola T204, but as usual he put up 
an Impressive time with a best of 2m 7.9 
ahead of Swiss Manfred Schurti who set a 
equally creditable 2m 8,5 s in his 1900 FVC 
powered Chevron B21/3. 

lan Grob was trying a 2-litre Hart BDA 
in his Chevron 623 for the first time and was 
very pleased with its performance. He set a 
best time of 2 m 0.9 s which was then 
equalled by Dave Walker in the TOJ SS O2 
special devised by the Jorg Obermoser rac 
ing team. This was a good time for Walker 
who had discovered that his first session 
handling problems were caused by," two 
bloody oddball shock-absorbers, one on the 
front and one on the back.” When he got 
all set to try and make a good time on the 


second session he did only one lap before 
the oil pressure of his Schnitzer engine took 
a dive, caused by a suspected faulty oll 


pump. ‘His “boss” Jorg Obermoser was in 
even more trouble, for in the first session he 
blew up one engine and then In the second 
session the replacement would not rev over 
8,000 rpm. Spaniard Rafael Barrios came next 
with the second Forge Mill Chevron, this one 
powered by a 1970 Richardson FVC. He set 
3 best of 2m 10.4 s 

Another of the teams to suffer from lack 
of practice time was the pair of ROC 
Chrysler powered Lola T294s. Fred Stalder

‘After four laps the two leading Alpines 
were beginning to open up a slight gap to 
Serpaggl who was still pulling comfortably 
‘way from Lopp in fourth place, Ragnotti 
had his misfiring problem return after the 
first couple of aps and could not stay with 
the Chevron, but nevertheless was still well 
clear of Schurtl. He had managed to detach 
himself from the train behind his Chevron, 
now being led by Darniche after passing Ray- 
mond, Grob and Gantner. Also in this close 
Dunched mid-feld group was Walker, Barrios 
and. Stalder. 

"As the 20 lap race came up to half distance 
it looked like being a close firish, for Jabouille 
‘Was still leading Larousse who did not seem 
to have his pri ‘on top speed. 
The reason was that Jabouille had flattened 
out his wing and nose spoilers to match 
Larrousse’s top speed, while Larousse was 
aiso in trouble with his engine misfiring a 
Tittle as the race Went on, the generator not 
working properly. 

‘Unfortunately it was not to be a close finish, 
for at the start of the tenth lap Larousse 
shot by Jabouille right in front of the pits, 
Jabouille unable to do anything about it as 
hhis motor had gone very sick. He struggled 
‘around to the pits and spert almost two laps 
While the battery and black box were changed, 
but by this time he was almost at the back 
of the field. 

Larousse was by this time well clear 
of Serpaggl who had dropped around 15 5 
Behind. It looked like being an easy win for 
the Swiss cheese car, but Larrousse was still 
ot out of trouble. Just five laps from the end 
he started to slow slightly as a punctured 
rear tyre was losirg air. “I could feel the 
handling getting worse every Jap until the last 
couple of laps when I thought Serpaggi would 
catch me again, but I just managed to finish 
ahead,” said Larrousse who was still eight 
Seconds clear by the time the flag came out 
for Serpaggi was also troubled by a misfire 
in the closing laps 

Lepp had a lonely race to finish third a

ENTRY & PRACTICE 


In Sicily, the Sicilians are as mad about 
motor racing as their much better served 
mainland compatriots. The majority of the 
Formula 2 circus drove straight down from 
Karlskoga being a distant 2,400 
int, to conclude the yearly Mani- 
festazione, which lasts in this part of the 
world for two weeks each August. This year, 
the Sicilians had the bonus of a GT round 
‘week to follow the usual 2 litre round, 
3 takes pride of place, 
and they flock in to swarm round the various 
hhigh vantage points which line the near three 
mile high speed oval. The chicanes, intro- 
duced two years ago to cut down ‘the in- 
credible speeds (Rindt's record without the 
chicanes stands at over 147 mph set in 
196811) are the only features to break up 
the blind round the lake. They were also 
to cause a lot of aggro during practice with 
very high kerbs, so that if you made the 
slightest mistake, the car would launch up 
with nasty results. An imposing grandstand 
was also built opposite startline a couple of 
Years ago, but the money might have been 
better used to do something abour the 
atrocious amenities for the teams. Corrugated 
iron pits stand adjacent to a temporary 
wooden timekeeper/press box, while water is 
only available from the local boat house, 
‘who Kindly open their doors without demand: 
ing special payment. 
‘Last year Patrick Depailler left the lap

grid, Stuck’s Jagermeister car taking pole in 
‘m 224 8 record from Patrick’s Elf 

which managed 1 m 22.7s—the 
same time he took pole position in for ta: 
year's race. All signs of Karlskoga blues had 
Gisappeared for Hans as he swept to his 
time before putting @ wheel in the dirt at 
the first chicane, spinning and dinging a 
Wheel. New links were fitted and a fresh 
motor for Saturday. He went out to bed in 
some race tyres, when in the second chicane, 
the car turned’ sharply under braking and 
Hans went nose first into the armco, wiping 


off the nose frame, master cylinders etc 

Depailler, meanwhile, was performing too. 
On Friday, a spin on some oll, a flight over 
the ridiculous high kerb saw "his nose and 
subframe walloped plus the oil tank. Damage 
was not too bad, but on Saturday, having 
got his handling to his liking, Patrick found 
his car suddenly turn left under braking. The 
resultant half spin saw the car clobber the 
kerb once again, this time launching itself 
so that it Mipped over sideways landing back 
on four wheels but definitely a non-runner. 
‘The spare was taken out and a late session 
had this and Stuck's damage repaired, 20 
that in a 15 minute unofficial session on 
Sunday morning, both drivers were very 
happy to have them set up superbly, com- 
menting fantastic."

Michel Leclere was the quickest Elf man 
at Enna getting fifth fastest with a 1 m 23.28 
back in his usual Schnitzer engined car. 
Alain Cudini was standing in for Serpaggi 
again, while the Santoni managed team had 
just Tambay, as Jabouille, like Serpagel, was 
‘at Hockenheim. Leclere changed for a fresh 
engine on Friday night to produce his time 
fon Saturday without any drama and kept 
his usual round nose.

Jacques Laffite was one of the few not to 
improve on Saturday, for having done a 1 m

both sides of the block and halting practice 
for a half hour while the oll was cleared 
from the second chicane, Paoli was on hand 
without a car, whilst he waits to hear from 
Sweden about his mount which was des.

HEAT 1

Somebody, who I thought was a good friend 
of mine, described me as a. frustrated 
exhibitionist after hearing about my 
exploits in the Adlards Group 1 Capri at 
Ingliston last week. It wasn't that I just 
went straight on, it was the fact that the 
moment my brain chose to disengage and 
fade away happened to be in the one place 
you can do something stupid where everyone 
‘at the circuit can see. There I was quietly 
facclimatising myself to racing. again after 
nearly three months off, when the immacu: 
lately rebuilt Adlards car shied to the sight 
of the full grandstands as it entered the 
Stadium area, like a bull to a red flag. and 
there we were dramatically locking brakes 
and charging off up the escape road. Quite 
what I did 1 don't know, unless of course 
the exhibitionist e and de- 
cided that I'd better make my mark on these 
foreigners somehow.

Darrassing moment for which I can 
offer no genuine excuse. All I can say Is that 
T'm glad there were no grandstands on other 
parts of the circuits or my other moments 
Would “have been chronicled in too many 
people's minds.

cent job and when I arrived for practice on 
Saturday it sat almost alone gleaming in the 
re paddock looking as though it had 
never been raced or rallied 

During the rebuild Adlards had got Ken 
Brittan and the boys of Racing Services to 
breathe ‘on the engine, which Is now up to 
fully homologated specification and just 
lovely. “Keep it down to 5000 rpm to start 
off with, just to run it in,” they said “and 
by the ‘way there's a new rear axle, new 
synchromesh, new brake pads and so on 

ke it "Twas somewhat overawed, 
I-mean sitting in Jody Scheckter’s seat and 
all this new equipment for me. 

‘Not only was T to be driving a virtually new 
car but I was in a new country and on a new 
circuit. Firstly the country, Scotland. Never 
having been there 1 had to enquire of Tom 

aw beforehand what I could expect 


don’t be embarrassed by men wandering around 
in skirts and the diet of porridge and hag- 
gis.” Fine, 1 thought, it should be an experi- 
fence anyway and, even if things are as bad 
a5 he makes out, I can restrict my diet to 
a. slightly alcoholic ‘beverage which takes 
its name from the land, and of which I'm 
quite fond. 
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After consulting my globe 1 discovered the 
place was quite a long way from London and 
Soa trip by alr was required. London to 
Edinburgh in an hour was most impressive 
and the only way to travel 10 race meetings. 
‘On arrival I was ‘most disappointed; no immi- 
gration control and what's more ail the men 
Wore trousers or is it trewsers, Donald? In 
fact, 1 only saw one kilt the whole weekend 
and’ neither haggis nor porridge was on the 
‘menu at anytime. 1 did have a problem with 
the language but signs of two fingers usually 
‘208 the message across. 

‘Thanks to a lift from Richard Lloyd's 
mechanic in the tool box of his transit, the 
‘AvrosrorT contingent of Chris Witty and my- 
self arrived unsuspecting and unsuspected at 
the Royal Highland Showground where the 
circuit Is situated. Other than the fact that 
there appear to be a large number of cow. 
sheds in the paddock area, you don’t really 
know the venue's real usage until it rains. 
‘As the water evaporates out of the ground 
in the sun a fruity rustic smell is emitted. 

Having arrived at nine in the morning it 
was time for my daily run (walk actually, but 
for the benefit of the team manager Tony; 
Canham, it had to appear that 1 was on @ 
fitness course) and so I set off round the 
circuit, all one mile of it. The first impression 
was that a hop, skip and jump would take 
me from one side of the track to the other 
as Kt appeared to be rather narrow. Once 
pointing in the right direction from the start- 
Tine I set off. The startling itself Is situated 
fon the exit of a right hand bend which as you 
clip the outside of the track puts you on 
fine to enter the next one which comes up 
immediately and then rapidly goes through 
a left, right, left rapid esses before a very 
short straight and a 90 degree right around 
Elm tree, Exiting from here brings the car 
fon to the fastest part of the circuit which 
Consists of a flat-out right hander on to 
another straight, Using all of the track you 
can't help but notice the “Gents” backing 
Fight on to the track on your left as you set 
off down to the hairpin. With no marker 
boards, finding a braking point is difficult, but 
you certainly don't leave it as late as’ the 
father splendid Elm tree on the left. which has 
the armco running behind it would you be 
eve? On the outside of the hairpin Is some 
hefty looking armco but if you lose it 
halfway through there Is a nice red phone 


the pits though—there aren't 
lose ‘it coming out there (s another royal 
Elm (protected by tyres this time) to halt 
you. Oh, by the way, there is a little bit of 
Monaco this far North; the Gasboard show- 
rooms are on the inside hairpin. It’s then a 
quick burst of power up to Lefthander, which 
Appropriately enough is just that. It's rather 
tricky, or at least I thought so (I went straight 
‘on here too) then full chat under some over- 
hanging trees on the right and an unfortu- 
nately named building called “Osmonds,” 
through a left hand kink and into the si 
dium via the startling right hander again. 
In fact, the two right handers have grand- 
ands all round the outside before you go 
past a couple of Banks, the Milk and Potato 
Marketing Board and so on. 

The circuit is in Immaculate condition with 
all the grass being kept to lawn standards. 
‘This Is, in fact, the subject of a couple of 
interesting supplementary regulations. Firstly 
if a marshal shakes his fist at you, you take 
it as a first official public warning that you 
fare trespassing on the rosebeds or lawns— 
if you're seen doing it again, curtains—a 
30s penalty. The other one—which luckily 
for Richard Lloyd didn't apply last week—is 
that if you hit the armco and bend It, you 
pay for its repair, £5 per post and €20 per 

ngth. Now that would be okay if they 
offered to repair your car for you. 

Actually itis a very pleasant and. efi- 
ciently run circuit and great fun to drive 
round and all the officials could not have 
been more helpful. 

Before going out to practise, Barrie Wil- 


Hams took me round a few times in his road 
car suggesting lines round the corners—he 
hadn't been there before elther but had in- 
dulged in some 40 laps the previous night, 
in company of one Tony Lanfranchi, working 
all out. 

‘We fiad two 30 min practice sessions on 
the Saturday, the first of which was dry, 
After my running-in period, which w: 
with trying to keep out of people’ 
the narrow track, 1 tried to get down to 
some serious lappery but was hampered by a 
couple of things. Firstly, as nobody had ever 
seen the place beforehand we had no idea of 
Setting and the Capri had the hardest roll 
bi all round, which meant that 1 


hhad the wrong aiff in, but when 1 found th 
T'could do the whole circuit without gett 
into’ third gear "We thought something 
must have been wrong. With no pits to gO 
tol kept going until the end of the session, 
to run myself in more than anything. In fact, 
Betting a clear run was a problem Just to 
put together one decent lap. I thought. my 
fast one was—only to discover afterwards 
that they “don’t time ‘the last. five minutes 

‘in ‘between sessions Bill discovered. that 
we only had half the throttle opening. which 
explained the lack of power and we went 
fone ‘softer on the rear roll bars to try to 
Keep the wheels on the circult—then It 
rained. Our second session was really negated 
by the rain which left the circuit fairly damp. 
Those of us that bothered to go did $0. on 
slicks but when you're under Instructions not 
to bend the car, as the chairman wants to 
drive it next week, you don’t take any chan- 
ces. I gather the team manager's heart missed 
@ beat when 1 was a few. seconds late on 
One lap after a slight excursion. T had, tn 
fact, arrived at Lefthander Just a lttle too 
quickly for the conditions and rather than 
Shance it"I ‘took note of the chairman's 
‘smiling effigy which appeared on the wind- 
Screen. and» went to check out the escape 
Toad. The. session told us that the throttle 
‘was okay but little else. Rather than go into 
the race with totally unknown quantity we 
Jefe the rest as it was—a mistake we decided 
afterwards 

Luckily it was dry for the 25 laps on 
Sunday. “After one Warm-up lap, which Was 
hardly iong enough to warm tyres and brakes, 
we went on 10 the dummy grid. 1 saw a one 
minute board go up and moved forward — 
Keeping an eye on’ the second hand on the 
Capri's clock. With 10 seconds to go T was 
all set to go but the starter wasn’t. It was 

full 30's later that I first saw him walking 
ross the track. He climbed the rostrum 
and dropped the flag very quickly and we 
were off. ‘There was much “weaving about 
round the twisty opening section, Les Nash's 
Camaro in front of me finding it especially 
hard to find a way through, Luckily we all 
got through with no. Incidents. In fact, the 
field stayed in line until the hairpin on the 
second lap when two Camaros clashed, let- 
ting us at the back of the train make up a 
couple of places, but someway back of course, 
T'got involved with Alan Foster in a clean 
and pleasant battle about 100 yards behind 
the main bunch. Having a dlear road in front 
‘we were able to get along quite nicely and 
the changes to the roll bars had enabled me 
to drop the lap times by a second and half, 
but we had not gone soft enough, and the 
Capri was still three-wheeling too much es- 
pecially in the Lefthander and it was here 
that Alan’ got. through. Next time round 1 
made a fool of myself in front of all those 
people. Having gone off was bad enough, but 
Then 1 couldn't Teach the ignition key to get 
restarted. Once going again I churned up & 
precious piece of turf and eventually got 
foing. someway behind I'm afraid to say, and 
fe man out ninth which was not really good 
Enough and certainly not justice to Adlards’ 
Capel which when being driven properly went 
Uke a dream.

When the P2 boards 
Marted coming over the pit rail Jace in the 
Face I didn't even know who was leading 
except that he was 35s in front of me, it 
was bloody hot out there, and I wasn't about 
to start reeling him in, Whoever it was, 

T suppose 1 could have gono harder, but 
t's nice to finish, and by staying on the 
road we nailed a pretty handy placing. Drop. 
Outs were very high, but our team had their 
problems. during "Saturday practice.

ing softer, or slick, compound tyres which 
gave problems, this year we chose a very 
hard compound tyre and the recipe worked.

Maybe we should have 
changed it sooner because the Cosworth had 
been giving a warning that something was 
wrong and we'd been trying to fix it, The 
motor would run very rough in one particular 
Section of the Osterreichring circuit and blo 
me if it didn’t funch itself at exactly this 

jot. SO there must be a track characteristic 
at that particular stretch of road which did 
something to the engine.

Little had 
changed further back except that Scott had 
retired the Lola with a sick engine after som 
fastish laps while May's good. start wa 
fading and he fell back to 10th behind Bailey, 
Choularton, Friswell and Spitziey' at half 
distance. 

Just as it seemed that Brise was going 
to throw off Mallock’s threat ard set out to 
reel_in Nicholson, the Modus slowed and 
cruised past the pits obviously in trouble. The 
clutch had given up and the gears were fast 
disappearing. The 1973 John Player F3 
Champion struggied on for another 10 laps, 
losing places to Mallock ard Wentz and 
hampered also by drizzle which was beginning 
to dampen the track. Of the three, Wentz 
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‘eemed the most confident, charging past the 
Modus and the Brabham and closing up on 
Nicholson agair. Brise gave up on lap 33 
with no gears at all, elevating Bailey to fifth 
ahead of Choularton. Spitzley should have been 
next, after passing Friswell, but he went 
into ‘the hairpin too fast and spun, undoing all 
his good work and falling to ninth behind 
Fris and May. Despite the increasingly heavy 
rain, Morgan's lead seemed secure enough and 
‘all eyes were on the Nicholson/Wentz battle 
for second which had really warmed up again 
with five laps left. 

‘Suddenly, the rain became much worse and

Snaking across the 
track they again changed in unison, and it 
was only as they got Into top ‘hat Goggin 
started to edge abead with a 10.3 5/131 mph 
to 10.6 5/129 mph, with both drivers coming 
back ‘to the pits beaming at the closeness of 
the race. 

‘On Sunday morning rain was falling heavily 
and indeed one or two entrants were seen to 
e 50 bleak did the prospects look. But by 

jay It bad stopped and it dried out by 

two o'clock. 
Crane was out fairly soon with his 
car to run a strong 7.058 at 180 mph, Cray 


came the fourth driver into the sixes when 
he took the Houndog rail to a 6.968 
194 mph. Clive was next out, and he left hard 
and strong only to drift to the centre towards 
the finish. At this point, the centrifugal force 
‘on one of the front tyres apparently lifted the 
valve and the tyre deflated sending the car 
through the finish mirrors and on to the 
crash barrier on the pit side. Clive was a lot 
luckier than Harold Bull had been three 
weeks earlier, for although the front and 
rear wheels were ripped off one side, he was 
totally unhurt and the car is repairable 
particularly as It had already been sold with 
One of the stroked 392 motors to Lawrence 
Burn. 

‘Dennis Priddle’s first appearance of the 
day in his rail was against Crane in his first 
competitive. run. Dennis was taking no 
chances against the big 480 cubic inch Ed 
Pink motor that was barking and spitting be- 
hind Crane and he stormed off the line to 
@ resounding 6.615 at 196 mph to Crane's 
Ja3s at a slowing 150mph as the motor 
dropped a ‘valve and blew a gasket —luckily 
with no serious damage. Hutcherson's 6.96 s 
had been his bye run, in fact, so he was 
through to the final ‘against Priddle, who 
once again had a bigger motor to face and 
eft at the first suggestion of a green light 
to a 6.60 s at 209 mph to 7.5 5/146 mph as 
Hutcherson stowed down early. 

Tn the Funny Car ranks, Allan Herridge 
made a solo run at 7.095/199 mph in the 
Stardust car to challenge Priddle, who soon 
followed with a qualifying blast of 7.275 at 
196 mph to show that he was in there to 
win. ‘The first run for him was against Hay- 
wood, who had one of the new Ed Pink 
motors in his funny and was really loaded for 
2 6s run. With Priddie’s tendency to lift the 
front wheels of the STP Avenger when 


pushed, all eyes were on him as the green 
flicked’ on, and lift they did, but suddenly 
Haywood ‘was pawing the air and he just 
went up and up with frightening speed until 
even the back wheels came off the ground as 
the car stood on its fibreglass bumper. How 
it stopped from turning right over will remain 
a mystery, for most people swore that the 
car was vertical at one point before it crashed 
to the ground. Priddle had wisely got out of 
the way by putting his foot hard down to a 
82s after having lifted inftally, and the 

‘only damaged in respect of a dented 
sump and bent front axie, but the person 
who tops that wheelie will end up on his 
head for sure! 

For the final run, which took place after 
8 o'clock, the Nght had faded so that the 
headers were spitting out yard-long flames 
each side In great balloons of fire, and the 
Incredible ear-shattering noise of 
Herridge was even worse than usu 
smoke from the tremendous burn-outs still 
Grifted in front of them as they leapt and 
bucked into stage, the very ground shaking 
beneath them.

‘and for once Priddle was powerless as Her- 
ridge streaked for the finish in a scant 6.815 
at 199 mph to an 8.08 at 155mph 
hut off to save the motor from a hopeless 
chase. 

"That In itself would have been enough, but 
elsewhere the racing was just as good, In 
Top Comp Dave Stone ran a 7.718 to beat 
Mike Hall in the first of three runs, whilst 
fon the second he got a bit crossed up in the 
burn-out and hit the “Tree. After some minutes 
this was repaired and the two cars, still very 
hot, were ready again, but without time for 
a burn-out to heat the tyres, Stone veered 
Fight at the start and spent some time fighting 
for control off the edge of the strip before 
finally got going after Hall with a 9.35/1 
mph tO 995/130 mph as Hall again had 
trouble with his Chrysler altered, 

in Senior it was Dave Page who came 
through to win in the new 427 "T," beating 
Dick Sharpe with a 10.48 to 10.8 and then 
having @ bye in the final when Dave Hayden- 
Smith, who had earlier run an 11,02, failed 
to appear.

Citroén introduce the CX 


Larger and fa

rotn, the CX, Is altogether larger and faster 
than’ the GS, but more compact than the 
immortal DS."

@evelop 102 and 112 bhp respectively. A 
special economy version of the car is deliber- 
ately over-geared to reduce petrol consumption 
high cruising speeds 
In France, the autoroutes tend to be high 
‘and exposed, making front-wheel drive almost 
‘obligatory for really fast travel in galeforce 
winds. Many of the other roads are very 
bumpy, so the softest possible suspension is 
desirable. For such conditions, the well-known 
Citrotn hydropneumatic constant-height sus- 
pension is ideal, with engine-driven pump and 
driver-controlied ride-height. The geometry 
gives a progressive rate, notably at the rear, 
with anti-dive in front. The suspension is by 
upper and lower transverse links in front, 
with light-alloy trailing arms at the rear. 
‘The power-operated suspension and brakes 
‘are perhaps too well known for a full tech- 
nical description to be necessary. The front 
brake discs have gone outboard, because the 
transverse engine makes inboard mounting 
almost impossible. The rear disc brakes have 
a separate circuit and the mechanical calipers 
are independently mounted in front, operated 
by a hefty orthodox lever between the seats 
(Cheers !). The Michelin 2X tyres are 185 SR 1. 
in front and 175 SR 14 at the rear (HR 14 XVS. 
on the 2200), 
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Citrotn have for years been the masters of 
aerodynamics, which is why their cars go 40 
fast with only @ moderate power output. The 
engineering term CX indicates the co-efficient 
of air penetration, which Is a suitable symbol 
for the new car, as it has 11 per cent lesa 
drag than the DS, which was itself outstand. 
Ing in this field. The result is that the CX 
2200 will maintain 111 mph on only 112 bhp. 
‘An efficient shape pays of at much lower 
speeds, consumption being 
28 mpg at 75 mph of 36 mpg a 

Very important Is the power: 
ing. with powered return, derived from the 
SM. However, the steering is not quite so 
quick as that on the Maserati-engined car, with 
2.5 tums from lock to lock instead of two 
turns, In deference to those unaccustomed to 
racing cars. Without power assistance, the 
cheaper version needs 45 turns and is, of 
course, unavoidably heavier to operate with 
so much weight concentrated in front. 

It is extremely interesting that Citron have, 
fn effect, gone back to using a separate bos 
section steel frame, from which the rigid steel

body Is insulated at some 16 mounting points. 
The current practice of having separate front 
and rear sub-frames was abhorrent to the de- 
sign team, because if you mount them softly 
enough to absorb road and engine noise, 
Girectional stability must suffer and steering 
response be blurred. To join the two frames 
together, for rigidity, and insulate the body 
from them, is the logical answer. 

‘The car has many safety features, to which 
must be added the excellent all-round view 
to which the large screen contributes, with @ 
single wiper blade to clean it all over. 

The CX is fully equipped and the 2200, 
being the high-performance model, has a rev 
counter and an oll pressure gauge among lis 
more elaborate furnishing, The beating and 
ventilation system Is especially schemed 50 
that its operation is not affected by differences 
in car speed or engine revs 

For years, the Citrotn DS has demonstrated 
remarkable speed and economy as a result of 
its efficient body shape. Yet, other manufac: 
turers still make cars with’ high noses and 
square lines that squander precious petrol and 
reduce maximum speed. Let us hope that the 
even more effective CX will at last teach 


them the practical advantages of sclentific 
body design.

Driving impressions... 


Earlier this month I was given the opportunity 
to try both the CX2200 and the CX2000 over 
surfaces in Lap: 
land. None of could really have 
been described as good and a great deal were 
glorified cart tracks, but how superbly the 
‘ew models coped with them! The well-proven 
hydropmeumatic suspension soaked up the 
potholes and ridges with no complaints what- 
ever. The CX2200 with the excellent power- 
assisted steering was the more preferable of 
the two in these conditions, especially on the 
loose surfaces, there being virtually no violent 
feedback through the wheels of the poor sur- 
faces, which made for very pleasant, tireless 
driving. It was, however, firm enough for the 
driver to be in the picture at all times. 

The smaller model, with: 
was certainly no handful and was, 
still surprisingly light to handle. In’ com) 
son to its market competitors in the range It, 
of course, cannot be equalled — only its sister 
‘can be compared and one is then talking about 
near perfection. 

Despite the difference in engine size there 
appears to be very little in the performance 
of the two models and the manufacturer's 
claimed maximum speeds of 111 and 108 mph 
are quite conservative. 

The engine never strains— indeed one can 
hardly hear it even under the harshest acceler- 
ation—and 100 mph comes up smoothly and 
quickly. Once the car is running at near maxi- 
mum speed it will happily stay there for mile 
‘upon mile, 

One of the most pleasing aspects of the 
new model is its speed, coupled with economy, 
on all the models. The 2000 and 2200 both 
averaged around the 26 mpg mark while be- 
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ing driven hard. On the restricted European 
roads this figure will be near the 30 mark 
Which Is most acceptable 

In typical French fashion the new Citroen 
is tremendously comfortable with plenty of 
room for four occupants and a fifth would 
‘not complain. The seats are well styled and, 
‘@s well as being comfortable, hold the driver 
in firmly. All the well-marked controls are 
neatly laid out on a console which projects 
‘ut of the dashboard to within fingertip dis- 
tance of the steering wheel — thus ensuring 
that the driver only takes his hands off the 
wheel to change gea 

gear change requires precision but is 
delightfully light in operation ; the ratios are 
not for sporting use—but who would want 
to be aggressive in such a car? The accelers. 
tion is there should one require it but really 
the model puts luxury motoring in grasp of 
‘a new market which would be having to pay 
considerably more money for the same quality 
from any other manufacturer. 

‘The CX will undoubtedly win many car of 
the year awards but by 1980 it will perhaps 
be the strongest contender for the car of the 
decade, The only bad news about it is that it 
Will not be available in Britain until some 
time next year. We feel sure that when we 
have the opportunity to do @ full road test 
that it will be one of those rare models th 
you Just do not want to give back.

Seconds or more slower than the fastest 
Shadow at the end of practice. 

"The two Shadows were largely unchanged 
from Mid-Ohio, Follmer’s engine had reverted 
to the standard fuel injection set-up with 
the fuel pick-ups in the manifold rather than 
at the top of the trumpets, The high pick- 
Ups. were creating an excess of fuel “ stand- 
‘off ‘which was increasing the fuel consump- 
tion to an uncomfortable level. An airbox 
should cure this problem, There were 10 
Other changes to elther car, although finned 
front wheels were available if the harsh 
braking demands of Elkhart should start to 
‘overheat the brakes. 

Tt was again Follmer who qualified fastest 
of the Shadows. George didn’t manage very 
many laps on Friday before his engine blew, 
but On Saturday he put in a full day and was 
soon approaching his times of last year with 
the turbocharged 917/10K Porsche. George 
found that he could brake 100 yards tater 
with the Shadow, but as he was at teast 20 
mph slower in a straight line than he had been 
In the Porsche he felt that the plusses of 
each car negated one another. 

"As we expect from Follmer he was driving 
very hard throughout practice, tossing and 
flicking the car about and pushing it in very 
deeply under braking. Towards the end of 
Saturday's qualifying he came in for new 
tyres and front brake pads. He took only 
three Inps before getting under 2 min 2 secs 
to record a best of 2 min 01.460 secs. This 
compares well with the 2 min even bests that 
oth he and Jody Scheckter did last year in 
thelr respective Porsches and is notably 
faster than the 2 min OSs managed by 
‘Andrettl, Redman and Wietzes in their F5000 
Lolas. Andretti's demon qualifying time with 
his Lola was three full seconds slower than 
Follmer's CanAm pole. 

‘Oliver spent most of Friday worrying over 
a querilous handling problem. Jackie just 
Couldn't get the car into the turns properly 
fand the Shadow was all over the place com- 
ing out. A check of the car's geometry proved 
only that it was right but after Ollie came 
in to tell Mike Hillman that “I've just 
fishtailed for the first time since I left school!

‘Again as the field swept away from the 
starter the Shadows pinched clear of the 
rest, leaving Cordts to deal with the pack 
‘They had broken clean away by the third cor.
